FOREWORD 


Dr. JOHN SHARP (1645-1714) was Archbishop of York from 1691 until his 
death in 1714, and from a note in his Will we know that he began collecting 
coins in 1687. He was in contact with other numismatists of his day, 
especially Ralph Thoresby of Leeds, the recipient of his ‘“‘Observations on 
the Coinage of England, with his letter to Mr. Thoresby, 1698-9”, published 
rather later in 1785 and for which he is best known to numismatists of the 
present day. A most useful list of relative works can be found in the 
Bibliography of ‘““The Life and Times of John Sharp, Archbishop of York” 
by A. Tindal Hart, S.P.C.K., 1949. 


The items listed in this catalogue comprise English Coins and Com- 
memorative Medals in gold, silver and copper from Charles I to 1714, the 
date of the Archbishop’s death, and Colonial Coins, mostly Early Ameri- 
can, of the same period. Although some items were undoubtedly put into 
the collection after 1714 by the Archbishop’s descendants, e.g. Lot 294, 
the medal of Inigo Jones by John Kirk, nearly all were without any doubt 
collected during the Archbishop’s own lifetime. 


As with many old collections, the quality of the coins varies con- 
siderably, though many later pieces of William HI and Anne are very often 
in exceptionally good condition. As might be expected, several varieties 
came to light when cataloguing, coins not recorded in E.S.C. or B.M.C. 
(Copper). It is very evident that C. Wilson Peck did not see the copper 
coins before publishing his Corpus. 


References used are given under the heading or sub-heading or in the 
text in full. Direct photographs used for the plates sometimes posed 
problems in that many pieces are tarnished irregularly or are rather dirty, 
with the result that the illustrations might be said not to do justice to the 
coins. The Baltimore shilling and groat, Lots 358 and 359, are just two 
such pieces. 


The cataloguers would wish to acknowledge all the help and guidance 
given to them by Mr. Owen Parsons, of Gloucester, for it was he who first 
appreciated the importance of the collection some thirty years ago, since 
which time one might say he has been “Honorary Curator’’ of the Sharp 
Collection.
